THE LAST CARA.FFA. 


Pontiffs 
of tlie Sixteenth 
Century. 


ROME 
OF T H E RENAISSANCE. 


The B rillia n t L u xury and S p len d o r 
of th e Old M istress of 
th e W orld. 


In tho middle of the sixteenth century 
the Pope was not only the most power­ 
ful, but also the 
most 
splendid of 
European sovereigns. 
Rome was again 
the capital of the world, and, compared 
with her, the Paris of the day was but a 
city of barbarians. 
That great Pope, 
Alexander 
the 
Sixth, 
who 
knew 
everything 
and 
dared 
everything, 
and his bold and ambitious son, Cresar 
Borgia, 
had 
brought 
back to the 
old mistress of the world all the brilliant 
luxury and all the audacious licentious­ 
ness of the Pagan Imperial Court. 
Suc­ 
ceeding the unscrupulous Borgia, Julius 
the Stcond, exchanging the tiara of the 
Pontiff for the helmet of the trooper, en­ 
tered Perugia sword in hand. 
H is suc­ 
cessor, Leo the Tenth, avoiding the ab ­ 
normal vices of his predecessors, aspired 
to be a second Augustus, worshipping 
the Muses and averse to nothing which 
the Graces did not blame. 
Under such rulers the morals and 
manners of the Rome of the Renais­ 
sance were those of the antique world. 
Society in ite height of mental training, in 
its refinement of tone and style, in ex- 
haustless wit and in the union of all arts 
and sciences, with all vices and lusts, 
was thoroughly pagan. 
Around 
the 
central sun of the Pope moved dazzling 
satellites, the Cardinals and Princes of 
Rome, vying with each other and their 
sovereign in the splendor of their courts. 
Thus the highest flow of reckless mag­ 
nificence inaugurated the reign of Paul 
the Fourth. 
To the gay and polished Pontiffs who 
preceded him , Pope Paul the Fourth 
stood in striking contrast. Although a 
scion of one of the noblest families of 
Naples, chamberlain to Augustus, and 
archbishop - under 
Julius 
and 
Leo. 
Giovanni Caraffa ascended the papal 
throne with all the m anners of a shep­ 
herd of the Abrazzi. Rough, rugged 
and violent, of a harsh and inflexible 
temper, and of inexorable piety, he at­ 
tempted to enforce a reform of 
the 
existing 
abuses 
of 
the 
Church. 
In his bigoted fervor he left the care of 
his temporal duties to others, and, rely­ 
ing upon family loyalty, chose for his 
ministers his nephews, Don Carlos, Don 
Juan and Don Antonio. 
W ith these 
brothers in league, one controlling the 
treasury, another wielding the military 
power, and the other holding the keys of 
the Vatican and dictating access to the 
Pontiff, the family of the Caraffas was all 
powerful. 
Rome ushered in the year 1559 in regal 
splendor. 
The first of January is a 
great feast day of the Church, and while 
the Pope was engaged in the holy office 
of the Celebration of the Circumcision, 
the servants of Don Juan Caraffa were 
privately preparing a magnificent enter­ 
tainment for Don Carlos, the Cardinal. 
That Venus might not deem herself 
neglected, there was invited to meet the 
Cardinal one Marlinaccia, the most fa­ 
mous and beautiful women of Rome. 
In the circle of courtiers which sur- 
iounded Don Juan, now Duke de Palli- 
ano, none were gayer nor more admired 
than the Duke’s favorite, Marcello Ca- 
peccio, a young Neopolitan of noble birth. 
This fair and iogenuous youth was the 
favored adm irer of the fascinating Mar- 
tinaccia and was also deeply in love with 
Donna Violante, the wife of the Duke 
de Palliano. Marcello on New Y ear’s 
evening yisited th$ 
of Mar- 
tinaccia and finding that 
she 
Was 
at the Duke’s banquet was beside himself 
with rage. Gathering a band of his bravis 
with reckless bravado he invaded the 
Duke’s apartm ents and forced the un­ 
willing M artinaccia to return to her 
house. 
On the following morning all Rome 
was ringing with exaggerated accounts 
of the brawl at the Duke’s palace, al­ 
though the powerful means of enforcing 
silence possessed by the brothers were 
all employed to hush the scandal and to 
keep it from th e ears of the stern Pope. 
But the watchful enemy of the Caraftas, 
King Philip of Spain,induced the private 
chaplain of the Pope to reveal to the 
uncle the outrageous conduct of 
his 
nephews ever since their accession to 
power and the culminating indecency. 
The Pope’s fiat, upon investigating the 
course of his nephews, was: ‘T dismiss 
them forever.” 
The three nephews 
were despoiled of all their dignities and 
banished from Rome. 
Marcello, followed by the hatred of the 
Caraffas, fled to the little ham let of Gál­ 
lese. The Duke de Palliano, on his ban­ 
ishm ent from the capital retired to the 
miserable village of Soriano, and follow­ 
ing his own pleasures, consigned his wife 
Donna Violante 
to an establishm ent 
apart from his own. The isolation was 
irksome to Donna Violante and she re­ 
ceived with delight a visit from Marcello. 
Gállese was but two miles distant from 
Soriano, and afterwards during the long 
summer months Marcello’s visits were 
frequent. 
Diana Brancaccio, maid of honor to 
Donna Violante, with her tawny red 
hair aud dark eyes was a creature of 
fiery passions and furiously in love with 
Domitiaro Form ari, a gentleman of the 
Duchess’ household. 
But, being related 
to the 
Caraffas, 
marriage 
without 
the 
consent 
of 
the 
Duke 
was 
im ponible, and this he had refused. 
In the visits of Marcello, Diana Baw a 
golden opportunity, and she became his 
ally and urged on his mad passion for 
the Duchess. 
If Donna Violante could 
be betrayed into an indiscretion, Diana 
would naturally bejpade her confidante. 
To her confidante, Diana argued, the 
Duchess could deny nothing, and the 
Duke, 
prevailed 
upon 
by 
the 
Duchess, would grant his coi tin t to the 
marriage with Domitiaro. The scheme 
mislaid through Domitiaro who sudden­ 
ly disappeared without word or warning. 
Diana conceived a suspicion th at Donna 
Violante was accountable for the flight 
of Domitiaro, and in her fury at the loss 
of 
h e t 
lover, suspicion grew 
to a 
craving for revenge. 
She sought the 
Duke and revealed to him the noonday 
walks of the Duchess and 
Marcello 
through the grounds and surrounding 
woods, and the evening meetings on the 
heights overlooking the sea,The Duke was 


unmoved and saw no harm . Then Di­ 
ana contrived that the Duke should dis- 
th® private apartm ents 
of the Duchess, an arrangem ent to which 
Donna Violante was an innocent and 
surprised party. 
The Duke was now 
convinced of the truth of D iana’s accu­ 
sations, and the Duchess and Marcello 
were conveyed to prison. 
The infamous proceedings, designated 
in the archives of the town as the trial 
of Marcello Capeccio for grave offenses 
to his_ lord, took place in the vaults of 
the prison of Soriano before the Duke de 
Palliano. the Count d’Aliffe. a brother to 
Donna Violante, and Antonio Toiando, a 
friend of the fam ily. 
Beside the cord 
and rack and other im plem ents of tor­ 
ture 
stood the 
M ayor 
of Soriano 
and his hirelings ready to do the 
atrocious 
biddings of their 
masters. 
Marcello was tortured until brain could 
stand no more and in his madness, and 
speechless, he scrawled the infamous lie: 
‘‘Yea; I have betrayed my lord.. 
Yes; 
I have dishonored him .” As the feeble 
hand laid down the pen the Duke raised 
his dagger and plunged it again and 
again into the bodv of Marcello, who fell 
dead at his feet. 
Then turning to Diana, 
who had witnesFed the awful retult of 
her blind passion, the Duke cried : ‘ T ike 
the reward of thy treaehery I” 
Seiz­ 
ing her by the hair he bent her down 
and cut her throat from ear to ear. 
The Duke shrank from adopting ex­ 
treme measures towards his helpless 
wife. This leniency was dne partly to an 
awakening belief in her protestations of 
innocence and partly to the fact that she 
was about to become a mother. 
Unfor­ 
tunately for the 
Duchess, the Pope 
died. 
The interregnum between the 
decease 
and 
election 
of 
a 
Pope 
was then a time of unbridled license and 
dark deeds. 
The Cardinal welcomed 
this opportunity for completing the ven­ 
geance of the Caraffas. 
He urged the 
Duke, by voice and by letter, to avenge 
the honor of the family by the death of 
Donna Violante. In a like m anner urged 
the other brother, Don Antonio. 
The 
mild course of the Duke was ended by 
the grave report th at Donna Violante 
was in communication with the Duke’B 
foe, _ Antonio Colonna. 
The Duchy of 
Palliano, with its towns and villages, had 
been taken from Colonna by the Pope to 
bestow upon Don Juan Caraira. The 
fatal rum or further said that the Duchess 
had agreed to deliver to Colonna fort­ 
ress of Palliano, the governor oi which 
was her friend, upon the conditions that 
Colonna 
should 
protect 
her 
from 
the vengeance of the Caraffas and prove 
her innocence. 
W ithout investigation 
of the report, the Duke sent Cardino, a 
relative, and the Count d ’AJiffe, brother 
of the Duchess, to- Soriano with a letter 
ordering the immediate death of Dcnna 
Violante. 
The unhappy Duchess re­ 
ceived her brother and Cardino quietly 
and listened 
undism ayed to the an­ 
nouncement of 
her 
dcom. 
“ I am 
innocent1,” 
she 
said, 
calmly, 
‘‘all 
th at I ask at your 
cruel hands is 
time to receive the holy communion.” 
This was accorded her. 
While she was 
yet praying her remorseless executioners 
drew the silken cord and strangled her. 
Flinging the body of his sister, whom he 
had so unfeelingly murdered, at the feet 
of the shuddering priest, the Count 
d ’Aliffe, followed by Caraino, returned 
to Rome. 
On Christmas Day, 1559, it being one 
year lacking a week since the moment­ 
ous brawl at the ducal palace, Pope 
Pius the Fourth ascended to the Papal 
throne. 
His election was due to Spanish 
influence and one of his first acts was the 
arrest of the Caraffas, the avowed en­ 
emies of the Spanish party. The three 
Caraffas, the Count d ’Aliffe and Cardino 
were speedily brought to trial and con­ 
demned to die for the barbarous mUrder 
of Donna Violante. 
The Duke de Palliano, the Count 
d’Aliffe and Cardino were conveyed to 
Tordinore and there publicly beheaded’. 
The annals of the times relate that the 
Duke died a good Christian and bravely. 
Don Antonio was privately executed at 
Rome. The immediate sentence of death 
was announced to the Cardinal in his 
Private apartm ents at the castle of Saint 
I Angelo, 
He bowed his head and mur- 
'm uród: 
“ Me die 
O Pope Fius! 
O 
King Philip lu 
After confession and m ass the Cardinal 
turned to the waiting executioner and 
quietly said: 
‘‘Do your duty!” The 
silken cord was placed about his neck, 
sharply tightened, and in a moment 
more the last of the Caraffas fell upon 
his face, dead.

PAWN TICK ETS. 


A S w i n d l e N o w G o in g t h e R o u n d © 
H e r e a b o u t© . 
It is reported th a t th e pawn ticket 
swindle is being worked to some extent 
in this part of the State. This aged 
swindle is best suited to new towns and 
the back woods, but sometimes it is 
worked 
very successfully in advanced 
cities like Los Angeles, and the m ethod, 
while sim ple, is sometimes quite costly 
for the greenhorn. There are shArpers 
who visit pawnshops and purchase pawn 
tickets which state that upon the return 
of $20 or $30 a certain gold watch will be 
handed to the holder. 
These tickets 
can 
be 
purchased at some 
pawn­ 
shops 
for 
50 
cents 
apiece, 
and 
in 
San 
Francisco 
they 
have 
sold quite rapidly. The purchaser gen­ 
erally keeps the tickets until he reaches 
some country town, where he pretends 
to be hard up, but he will part with the 
pawn ticket, good for a gold watch for 
which he paid $150 for $50. The greenhorn 
figures a while, ahd thinks he nas a bar­ 
gain. 
For $50 which he will pay to the 
ticket seller and $20 or $30 to the pawn­ 
broker, he can become possessed of a 
$150 watch, a clear gain of $70 or $80. 
lie purchases the ticket, and later goes 
to the pawn-shop and pays the money, 
getting a gold watch, b ut what a miser­ 
able affair the watch is, not worth $10. 
A good ticket seller can dispose of six or 
eight tickets a week, and the profits are 
handsome, both to himself and 
the 
pawnbroker who keeps a supply of these 
watches on band. The fact 
these paw n-ticiet sellers aré reportad to 
be on their rounds, should put the people 
on their guard.

Police Officer Makes 
for Himself. 
Yesterday afternooon a complaint was 
entered with the Police Commissioners 
against Frank Steele, a police officer, 
charging that he had not paid a bill. 
The Police Commissioners decided that 
the bill was just and ought to be paid. 
After the meeting of the Commissioners 
Steele met Mayor Workman and Mr.

Chief Cuddy then took hold 
of him, and one of Steele’s friends, P. 
Herman, took hold of the Chief. Officer 
Lennox came to the Chief’s assistance, 
and both Steele and Herman were locked 
up on a charge of disturbing the peace. 
Steele was released at 8 o’clock, having 
recovered his self-possession. 
A LEGAL QUE8TI0N. 
Relative to the Payment of School 
District Bonds. 
The Supervisors are troubled over a 
very interesting legal point upon which 
they have asked the opinion of the Dis­ 
trict Attorney. It is in relation to the 
taxation of an incorporated city for the 
payment of bonds issued for the building 
of schools. A suppositious case is given 
to the District Attorney to decide about 
as follows: 
A school district some time 
in 1880 voted for the issuance of $10,000 
bonds for the building of a school. 
Some time passed and the money had 
been expended and the population had 
grown so much that it was fonnd neces­ 
sary in 1883 to vote for the issuance of 
$20.000 for the construction of three 
school buildings. These buildings were 
erected and tbe money expended. The 
central portion of this school district 
then grew so thickly populated that it 
was incorporated as a fifth class city and 
says it should be no longer taxed for the 
payment of the bonds for the school dis­ 
trict. The question submitted to the 
District Attorney is as to whether the 
incorporation absolved the people in the 
city from tbeir portion of the debt and 
threw it on the shoulders of the people 
of the district outside of the city or 
whether all will have to bear it equally. 
A I’sefnl PI re. 
Chief Cuddy evidently intends to drive 
from the community the lowest class of 
men to be found, and has declared war 
on the “lovers,” who are charged as va­ 
grants whenever caught. The fire of 
yesterday morning aided his officers 
somewhat, for it drove out of their dens 
several of these objectionable characters, 
andOfficris Bowler and Boland, who 
were on the ground, arrested F. P. 
O’Connor, Wm. Dunn, Emile Bosquet, 
John Bailey and John McCoy, who were 
admitted to bail in tbe sum of $100 each.

1. The Mills bill does not advocate 
Free Trade. Confining our inquiry at 
the present to our own country we find 
some articles are adm itted free oi duty 
and in other imports there is a duly im ­ 
posed. 
Let us give a few examples 
Attar of roses free, castor oil 180 per 
cent duty; neroli, or orange-flower oil 
free, window glass 87 per cent, duty 
Other articles pay a light rate of duty and

per cen t; the best still wines pay 29 per 
cent and horse-shoe nails 110 per c e n t;

The Mills bill merely proposed a consid­ 
erate readjustm ent of the tariff such as 
will stop the accumulation of surplus 
revenue in the Treasury and at the same 
time make luxuries bear more of the 
burdens of taxation, ana 
make the 
necessaries of life bear less. 
In other 
words 
the 
Mills 
bill 
seeks 
to make 
the 
rich 
bear a greater 
proportion of the 
taxes 
aud 
the 
poor bear less. The New York Christian 
Union accurately outlines the difference 
of policy in the two great national par­ 
ties. It thus places iu parallel columns 
the contrasting propositions of the R e­ 
publican and Democratic platform s:

No fair m inded and at the same time 
intelligent person will assert that this is 
Free Trade. In fact the main purpose of 
the proposed revision of the present 
tariff schedule is to stop the accumula 
tion of the surplus. That is to reduce 
the taxes to the measure of revenue 
needs in an honest and economical ad­ 
ministration of the Government. 
2. The average 
duty under 
the 
present schedule is a fraction more than 
47 per cent, ad valorem on all im ports of 
dutiable articles. Free importB are not 
taken, as the tariff on others cuts no figure 
on such from the standpoint of Protection 
and Free Trade. 
3. The Mills bill proposes an average 
reduction of about 7 per cent, on all im ­ 
ports of dutiable goods. 
It will leave an 
average protective duty of 40 per cent, 
on all dutiable imports. 
4. The census of the United States of 
1880 is the latest data on this point. That 
gives us a total population of 50,­ 
155,783. 
Of these there were engaged

cotton; one hundred and fifty-six million 
pounds of wool; thirty-six million tons 
of hay; twenty-six million pounds of 
hops;

During the ten years the reported im­ 
migration aggregated 2,812,101 persons, 
indicating 8,785.221 as the increase by re­ 
production.

So long as half a million lalior seek­ 
ers a year pour into a country whose total 
industrial population is seventeen mil­ 
lions an import tariff will not protect 
labor. 
Unskilled labor suffers the most 
severe strain, inasmuch as nearly all 
these immigrants belong to this class. 
When in the House of Representatives 
few years ago, and when under President 
A rthur’s Committee on Tariff Reform, 
the iron masters 
appeared to plead 
against reducing the imposts on that class 
of goods, Mr. A. 8. H ew itt forced them 
to acknowledge that while the duty on 
imports of iron had been inci ease^l the 
wages of the employees liail been cut 
down. It has been dem onstrated that the 
proprietors of the steel works in which 
Mr. 
Carnegie is a large shareholder 
reap a profit of $5,000,000 a year from their 
industry. 
Yet in spite of this aud in the 
face of 12,000,000 miles of railroad built 
in 18S7, and as m uch building in 1888, 
with a prohibitory tariff on steel rails, 
these mills attem pted to reduce the scale 
of wages which are already as low as a 
family can exist on. I t does not seem as 
if labor got anything in the way of bene­ 
fit—as a rule—from any tariff. 
Customs 
revenuos pay the Government 
about 
$180,000,000 a year. 
Of this woolen 
manufactures pay nearly $27,000,000. 
Cotton 
manufactures 
pay 
$10,­ 
000,000. 
In 
these 
two 
industries 
there 
are 
engaged 
170,000 
cotton 
mill operatives and 88,000 woolen mill 
operatives. 
The am ount of duty is 
great, the num ber of hands is small. 
Wool which employs less than half as 
many hands as cotton pays three times as 
much duty. 
But woolen mill operatives 
aie not better paid than those employed 
in cotton mills. It does not appear that 
labor reaps any great harvest of bene­ 
fit from the tariff. 
7. Certainly, the price of wheat is 
fixed by the dem and in countries foreign 
to us. The English m arket makes the 
price of wheat. 
France cuts some fig­ 
ure, as in good crop years th at nation 
sells the cereal, and in bad crop years 
she is a buyer. That is a powerful factor 
in this m arket. 
WTe are very heavy ex­ 
porters of nearly all cereals and cannot be 
affected by the tariff on them . 
8. The following table gives a good 
idea of the relative wages paid in the 
countries Referred to. 
We will take Sec­ 
retary of State Evarts’ report on the 
state of labor in Europe, based on reports 
from U nited States Consuls, in 1879, 
There is no later authenticated table of 
this kind at band, and as it is bemg 
quoted and indorsed by Republican mem­ 
bers of Congress in the current debate on 
the Mills bill, we shall not do the high- 
protection advocates any injustice by as­ 
suming it as trustworthy. Ilere it is—the 
wages given for each country being week­ 
ly w ages: 
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policy; Germany is very heavily pro­ 
tected ; France is under a • protective 
policy, and Italy is very heavily pro­ 
tected. 
Russia is the most heavily pro­ 
tected nation in Europe, and there wages 
are the lowest. 
China is under a policy 
of absolute exclusion and her laborers 
get only a few cents a day. 
We do not 
claim that protection is the direct or only 
cause of this. 
We wish to show that a 
protective policy is not necessarily for the 
benefit of labor. 
Mr. Carnegie’s love for 
Mr. Blaine would give color to the

of

is 
not 
meant to raise the wages of iron workers 
to any alarming degree. 
10. 
The 
net debt of 
the United 
States is now somewhat more 
than 
$1,000,000,000; of this nearly one-third is 
redeemable in 1893. This cannot be ex­ 
tinguished now excepting a t the option of 
the holders of the bonds. 
W hat is left of 
them at the date set for their redemption 
wiil be am ply provided for. 
The balance 
of the public debt is not redeemable be­ 
fore 1907, excepting at the same option.

such institutions; who proposed to gather 
in the shekels from them for any pur­ 
pose—and, above all, what is known re­ 
garding the adm inistration of the office 
of the Police Commissioners prior to the 
incoming of the present Board. As we say 
the Mayor is understood to have most im ­ 
portant information on this interesting 
head. 
Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Times, seems much interested in this 
mock reform programme, and it is also 
close to our good M ayor’s best ear. Will 
our content i>orary join with us in this 
laudable effort to get out the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth? 
That is what we want. 


W h e n the last G reat Register of the 
voters of Los Angeles county was print­ 
ed two years ago the enrollm ent was 
about 18,800. There is now going for­ 
ward a new registration of voters for the 
next election, which takes place nearly 
four months from now.

L iterature in the ReadiD? Courses 
of the Common Schools 
Discussed.

S an F r a n c isc o , July 18.—The Grand 
Opera House presented an anim ated ap­ 
pearance this morning as the teachers 
began to assemble for the first regular 
session of the National Teachers’ Associ 
ation. 
W hen President Gove called the 
Convention to order at 9 o’clock there 
were fully 1,800 teachers from every part 
of the U nited States, as well as a number 
of representatives from foreign countries 
present. The Convention was formally 
opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. Dillig, 
of Oakland. 
T. P. McBride, of Iowa, was appointed 
temporary speaker, after which it was 
agreed that the incoming Board of Direc­ 
tors should appoint a committee who 
would select a perm anent Secretary and 
take charge of the official doings of the 
Convention and decide upon a perma­ 
nent place of meeting. Committees were 
appointed upon Exposition, Resolutions 
and Necrology. 
The next business before the Conven­ 
tion was the consideration of the theme, 
“ Literature in the reading courses of tho 
common schools,” and the first paper 
was read by Horace E. Scudder, A. M., 
of Cambridge, Mass., bis subject being, 
“ Tho Place of Literature in a Common 
School Education,” the text of which is 
subjoined. 
FIRST PAPER. 
TH E PLACE OF LITERATU RE IN COMMON 8CHOOL 
EDUCATION. 
The historical aspects of th e question under 
discussion furnish an advantageous m ode of 
appro .tch, since atten tio n is th u s ca'led to the 
fundam ental com parison of principles rather 
than to a nv rely superficial contrast of m eth­ 
ods. Tho m otive w hich urged onr fathers to 
th e estabJiHhmeut of schools was professedly 
draw n from religion; th a t w hich im pels us to­ 
day is professedly draw n from politics. In both 
oases tiie h um an m ind is seen struggling 
tow ard a la-ger liberty. The com m on schoolH 
thus contain th e prophecy of th e nation. Con- 
sidertaloug w hat lines cancattonal thought is 
ru n n in g , aud you w ill discern on w h at large 
circles th e nation is sailing. The two dom inant 
fields of national endeavor to-day are iu th e ad­ 
ju stm en t of labor to well being, and iu th e su 
prem acy of th e spiritual qver tho m aterial. 
The o-y of labor in poverty is for a share in 
th e good things of life. The answ er is not the 
gallowa but the schoolhouse. an d th e interest 
In In d u strial education is a w itness to th e eu- 
deavor of th e people to find some direct, practi­ 
cal remedy for the inequalities of tho social or­ 
der. Hut th e rig h t of m ateiial prosperity which 
has bo w rought upon and inflam ed labor iu pov­ 
erty, has likewise struck upon the conscience 
of the nation, and has caused a note of alarm to 
be sounded. The protest of th e spiritual man 
against th e ty ran n y of an arrogant, n sensual 
m aterialism , takes different forms. Now it is a 
glorification of plain living and high thinking; 
now an appeal to college and aniversttyto exact 
philosophy and an intellectual survey of life; 
now a dem and for th e establishm ent of schools 
of art and for funds in th e aid of students of 
nit; now a vigorous m ovem ent on th e p art of 
the cburcheB to extend th eir dom ain, and now 
a d istin ct call for a closer union betw een th e 
elem entary schools and the church. 
M aterial­ 
ism has m any forms of e x p resió n ; spiritual 
life ír also varied in its m anifestation. 
It 1b significant of th e greatest good th at th e 
pressure upon our schools to-day is o f a donble 
kind; on one side th e axe, th e ham m er, the 
row, th e needle, th e pencil, arc th iu st into tho 
hand; on the other, literatu re in its purest, 
noblest form seeks an entrance to th e soul. In 
the early days, w hen our national life was less 
com plex, there was no necessity for th e o rgan­ 
ization of education of the h and An enorm ous 
pressure of circum stance m ade boys farm ers, 
artisans, h u n ters an d seam en w hile they were 
at th eir books in th e school-room. No nico ad ­ 
ju stm en t of intellectual and m anual pursuits 
was required. Iu th e social condition of the 
day each m ade way for the other. In like m an­ 
n er the spiritual train in g of the young was de­ 
term in ed by th e condition of society. The 
P uritan, in his hand 
to hand fight w ith 
the 
powers 
of 
darkuess, 
recognized 
no 
friends who did not wear his colors, and 
saw in art, iu literatu re, and in nature, 
only foes in disguise. The one weapon which 
he used, his whole arm ory for defence aud 
attack, was th e Bible. Thus tho one text-book 
in literatu re in th e schools was th e Bible. 
W ithin ita lids were sh u t all those forces which 
m ade for th e sp iritu al eullghfeum ent of the 
boy or g irl Tho literature of the sp irit, which 
finds a response in th e im agination an d fancy, 
was frow ned upon in the P uritan judgm ent, 
but by a great and fortunate provision it was 
not excluded from th e Puritan educational 
system . The Bible was the great text-book of 
th e people. Pince it was regarded as contain­ 
ing w hat wav necessary to salvation, it was 
pressed upon everyone. 
Most truly was it nec­ 
essary; it saved th e young from the starvation 
of th eir higher natures. W hile its teachers 
were using it for its doctrinal etllciency, they 
were opening vistas Into th e realm s of poetic 
beauty, all o tie r entrances to w hich they care­ 
fully closed. 
Paraiug to the lim e about fifty years ago, 
w hen th e com m on school system m ay be said 
to have its rise, we find a d im in u tio n 'in the 
relative im portance assigned to th e Bible as a 
text-book, and an incre*se in the num ber and 
variety of books relied upon for th e exercise In 
reading. At th e sam e tim e we observe an In­ 
crease of attention to th at function of education 
w hich regards th e th irst for know ledge and the 
discipline ot the m ental powers. The witness 
to this is in th e high degree of developm ent to 
w hich text-books in every departm ent have 
been carried. It m ay be ««id to be th e one field 
of literature where, w ithout international copy­ 
right, Am erican authors have had full play, and 
have been scarcely at all aflbcted by English 
book-makers. These authors were n o t debarred 
by law from th e use of foreign m aterial but 
th^y were subject to th at higher, u n w ritten ’law 
w hich m akes a great institution like th e com ­ 
m on schools of an Independent nation compel 
those w ho serve it, to consider its peculiar 
needs, aud to he strongly affected by th e spirit 
w hich resides in it. The schools of o u r country 
have had such in n ate force th at they have 
shaped theraselver, an d th e apparatus they re­ 
quire, after th e law of th eir own being, and not 
after some foreign model. 
This trln g th e case w ith th e text-book litera­ 
tu re of knowledge, how is it with th e text-book 
literature of th e spirit? E xternally, a like ad 
vanee in all th at attracts th e eye. Again, a like 
regard for in t llectual gradation, a m in u te at­ 
tention to all tho m echanics of reading. 
They 
stand on the sam e footing with geographies, 
histories, arithm etics and spellers. 
But the 
agreem ent is even closer. 
There has been a 
constant attem pt at m aking the text-book of the 
sp irit 
do 
th e 
work 
of 
th e te x t book ol 
knowledge. It is hoped th at when the pupil 
has escaped th e toils of the biologist, tne 
geographer and th e historian, he w ill find In 
nla r.ead ug-book m ore natural history, more 
geography, m ore civil and political history. 
The reading-books first in yogue fifty years 
y ea's ago carried forward the traditions of 
Euglisn literature, hut by degrees a change 
took place, and they have com e to reflect con­ 
tem poraneous A m ericanism . Iu consequence 
of th e im m ense addition (o the reading popula 
tion, oauBed by th e extension of the common 
school system , th ere has been accum ulated a 
vast q uantity of reading m atter, produced to 
satisfy the dem and of unform ed tastes. The 
tex tb o o k s in reading have com e und er the 
sam e influence. In obedience to th e law of 
th eir social and literary life, the m akers of 
reading books began to disregard 
English 
standards, and to fill these books with the com ­ 
m onplace of th eir own w riting and th at of thoBe 
about them . They lost their sense of literature 
as a vehicle of th e spirit. Two facts signally 
characterize th e condition of the popular m ind 
u nder this regim e: (1) Literature is relegated to 
th e higher grades as som ething to be studied; 
an d (2) th e new spaper is advocated as a read­ 
ing book in sohools. 
If th is state of th in g s has been inevitable 
heretofore it is so no longer. The A m ericanism 
which 
has its 
exposition in th e common 
schools and in th e new spaper, has w ithin these 
fifty years past had also another and higher ex­ 
position, in th at gronp or poets and idealists 
who now constitute classical Am erioan litera­ 
ture. We can n o t replace the Bible as the sole 
reading book, but we can take note of those 
lam ps w hich God has set in th e heaven of onr 
n ational life, and let the radiance stream from 
o u r great literature in to the m inds of the 
children In o u r schools. I call you away from 
the cheap, com m onplace, fragm entary Am eri­ 
can literatura of our school tex t books to th e in 
spiriting, noble, lum inous and large-hearted 
Am erican literature 
In the order of nature, tho youth m ust be a 
citizen before he can become naturallzedTn the 
world- Yet In the same order there is an incip­ 
ient, prophetic hum anism before there is a con­ 
scious nationalism , and this earlier stage o í the 


m ind requires food of its own kind. T hat food 
is to be found in an adaptation of the literatu re 
i f fa hie. m yth and legend w hich sprang from 
the childish p- riod of the world, and had but 
slight lim itations in nationality or authorship. 
Literature of th is sort m akes th e transition 
from the prim er to national literature. 
The 
place, tnen, of literature in o u r com m on school 
education is in spiritualizing, lcitiug th e light 
into th e m ind, inspiring aud feeding the higher 
forces of hum an nature 
Mr. Scudder was followed by Leroy 
Halsey, 
Superintendent 
of ’ Public 
Schools at Battle Creek. Mich., who read 
a paper upon the subject of “ Practical 
Methods of Using Literature in Teaching 
Children to Read,” the text of which 
was as follows: 
SECOND PAPER. 
PRACTICAL METHODS OK USING LITERATURE IN 
TEACHING CHILDREN TO READ. 
Methods are determ ined largely by the pro­ 
ductions selected for th e reading exercise. 
These productions should have certain charac­ 
teristics. They should be literary classics, w ith 
noteworthy m erits of stylo, that they may terv e 
for the developm ent of literary style and the 
cultivation of a good style. They should be in­ 
structive. giving inform ation as to fact or p rin ­ 
ciple, 
They 
should 
be 
interesting 
to 
children, th at they m ay arom e th e en th u ­ 
siasm . and 
secure, 
in 
consequence, tb at 
concentra'ion of m ind w hich is m A ssary to 
effective work. 
They should be i uA jully ar­ 
ranged, in progressive order, w ith**gradual 
transition from the sim pler to the m ore diffi­ 
cult, 
th at 
they m ay 
prom ote intellectual 
grow th. They should be, so far as is possible,, 
entire works of considerable length th at they 
may tell m ost largely in logical m ental train­ 
ing, develop th e highest interest and give the 
beBt preparation for th e actim l reading of life. 
The num bered readers, collections of cxt-acta, 
m ust lie used lo some extent. They can not be 
throw n aside in th e earlier days of the school 
life; they m ay best be used for a p a rt of each 
year in tne higher grades. They give variety 
and furnish the language and other aids which 
the average teacher needs. They should be used 
with const iu t reference to the highest literary 
study th at is possible. 
Tho training in reading w hich th e school af­ 
fords may not wisely be closed with the con­ 
sideration of th e m asterpieces read in the class. 
Through these it should to the general consid­ 
eration of w hat may be denom inated th e litera­ 
tu re of life, stories, novels, essays, poems. 
ThiB will lead us into th e direction of the o u t­ 
side reading of the pupils. 
Through the class 
exercises iu geography, history and science, the 
children may be introduced to th e extensive 
literatures oí those subjects. Here th e library 
method of study, by w hich tho pupils are sent 
to the classics in the several departm ents, m ay 
well be em ployed. Accom panying th e study of 
literary classics iu th e school-room, th e supple­ 
m entary consideration of literary biography 
and criticism and of bibliography will n atu r­ 
ally enter. 
Most of th e reading In class should follow 
careful preparation ou th e part of th e pupils. 
This preparation will bavo to do with oral re ad ­ 
ing and with silent reading, w ith the und er­ 
standing of the thought and its rendering. 
Good oral reading m ust be secured. Aiide from 
other m anifest advantages, it furnishes th e test 
of proper th ought reading In giving the ability 
to read aloud properly we are fulfilling th e 
m ost obvious purpose of the reading exercise. 
D istinct, forcible and natural tones w ill be se­ 
cured if the work is fittingly done. Accuracy 
in pronunciation and em phasis, and fluency in 
the oral rendering arc to be sought. The read­ 
ing that 1b worthy w ill spring from a knowledge 
of th e thought and an intellectual sym pathy 
w ith it. This only will m ake possible satisfac­ 
tory oral reading. 
The child m ust understand w hat he reads. 
Th • teacher should bring to bear such tests as 
will satisfy as to tho pupil’s com prehension of 
the author's m eaning and 
will prove the 
strength of the preparation of th e lesson. 
It is 
only thus th at the reading exercise will be m ade 
to prom ote m ental grow th au d carry o u t the 
second pitipose of the class exercise, th e one 
w hich gives th e chief w arrant for th e in tro d u c­ 
tion and retention of leading in the school pro­ 
gramm e. T his purpose has to do w ith the de­ 
velopm ent of th e ability to com prehend in Bi­ 
len t reading th e thought of th e printed page. A 
proper preparation will involve the constant 
use of th e dictionary, th e gram m ar, the h and­ 
book of rhetoric, the cyclopiedla aud the atlas. 
Aside from tho leading after due pieparation, 
there should be a great deal o t reading a t 
sight. The purposo of this is to give to the 
pupils facility and readiness, confidence in 
them selves and a fitting preparation for tho 
im prom ptu reading throughout life. 
The reading of th e pupil shoald not be con­ 
fined to the school 
Proper attention, aB lias 
already been stated, should be given, in th e 
class exercise and iu inore general ways in th e 
schoolroom , to d irectin g th e pupils into th e 
world of good literature. The public library 
will afford books for outside lending by pupils. 
This general reading should be und er careful 
direction, w ith constant suggestions by th e 
teacher, to m ake sure 
th at th e reading is 
properly done. Oral au d w riteu reports to th e 
teacher and inform al talks between teachers 
and pupils concerning th e books read are 
serviceable. Here lies oue of the highest duties 
of the te c h e r . 
In the direction of this outaicie 
reading it m ust be borne iu m ind th at there are 
at least th ree general purposes. These purposes 
are connected severally w ith the reading for 
discipline and m ental grow th, the reading for 
knowledge and the reading for culture. Tho 
latter is the highest aspect of the subject «A n 
im portant consideration is th at of the purchase 
and personal utc of books. C hildren should bo 
encouraged to foun libraries of th eir own an d 
instructed as to whot they should purchase for 
their ow n collections, and how they should use 
th eir literary possessions so as to get th e most 
benefit from them . 
The fundam ental idea iu the w hole work 
should be tb at the cultivation of th e taste for 
good reading is, next to character building, th e 
highest oflice of th e school. 
Miss Mary L. Beecher, of Memphis, 
next read a paper upon the “ Practical 
Value in Life of a Taste for Good Read­ 
ing,” the text of which was as follows: 
THIRD PAPER. 
T H E PRACTICAL VALUE OF A TASTE FOE GOOD 
LITERATURE. 
Books are the m inisters of angels, good or 
bad. Upon their w hite and senseless pageB are 
recorded thoughts und passions whose pow er 
m ay rouse for eternal good or ill some k indred 
power dwel ing In the secret cham bers ol th e 
inm ost bouI. The influence of bookB is im ­ 
m easurable, reaching from th e Individual to 
th e nation. They teach ub to speak, they teach 
us to th in k , they teach ua to feel, they teach ub 
to act; in short, they teach ub to live, and they 
Bhould help us to die; for a book to fulfill its 


De Q ultcy divides all L iterature in to tw o 
classes; the Literature of Knowledge, th at is, 
th e expression of abstract 
thought 
alone, 
whose function is io:ely to teach, as E uclid's 
“ E lem ents;”—and the Literature oi Power, th e 
expression of eternal tru th born ot th e union 
of intellect and spirit in m an, (spirit m eaning 
m an’s emGtional nature) whose function is 
both to teach and to move. I t Is the Literature 
ot Power we are to consider especially. 
Body, m ind and sp irit grow by w hat they feed 
upon. Books are our m ental food, as m uch a 
part of our daily bread, and as essential to onr 
m ental and spiritual developm ent, as the food 
we eat is to onr physical. We m ust not over­ 
look th e im portance ot beginning life as a 
healthy anim al, as H erbert Spencer saya. Let 
us, then, look to our bodily food. But shall we 
care less for our m inds and 60uls th an for th e 
clay covering w hich clothes them? 
By no 
means. Let u« then feed o u r m inds upon such 
books as shall help us to th in k deeply, feel 
nobly, act grandly in o u r several spheres how ­ 
ever ciicum scribed, 
rem em bering th at th e 
sm allest circle is as perfect as the largest. 
Likewise, let ns strive to attain th e po wer to re ­ 
ject intuitively hooka w hich tend to b lu n t our 
perception of th e good, th e beautiful au d th e 
trne; S chiller’s “ E thical T rinity of th e Ages." 
The invention of th e printing press, by m u lti­ 
plying th e num ber of volum es. has m ade the 
task of selection m ost difficult, but all th e 
m ore an im perative duty. 
Books are the true interpreters of life—of 
ideal life, which we m ust ever Beek to m ake 
real. A u b u ta sm all portion of life has to do 
with earthly thiugs, and ob the few years In 
which we are Bcjouruers here are but a prepara­ 
tion for an Eternity of Life beyond tiie stars, 
books, to be faithful interpreters, m ust lift us 
above the love, i f earth ana carry us upw ard to 
the realm of pure thought, holy aspirations, 
and contem plation of Divine T ruth aud Beau­ 
ty. Only th iiB can they teach u s to live, and, if 
they fall to do thin, they are at b e s t valueless, 
and m uy bo pernicious. Among life’s in ter­ 
preters, th e poets ran k first, because they are 
the aupernaturally inspired prophets, divinely- 
appointed bearera of th e Torch of T ruth from 
age U> age. If we fail to giaap the full m eaning 
of life as th e Great Source of Life Intended it to 
be, it cannot be because th e teachers are few or 
incom petent. Wherever and w henever, in the 
evolution of T ruth w hich the centuries have 
witnessed, th e world has craved more light, the 
Divine C om m and, “Let there be light,’’ has 
been re-echoed, and Heaven-born thoughts 
have knocked at the brains of genius and clam ­ 
ored to be given to th e world. 
Even the very 
Light of Light cam e down from Heaven to bid 
the shadows flee away. 
Poetry, Action an d history are notfthe only 
interpreters of life’s m ysterles.butevery branch 
of literatu re ia full of invaluable lessions, if we 
be w llllug scholars. 
All hook» which lead ua 
to a reverent study of th e n atu ral world, m uat 
also lead us to the supernatural, rooted In na­ 
ture, w ith its branches an d blossoms and fru it 
in Heaven. 
The development of character. Individuality 
or whatever we oall that myiterlou* something 
which makes us really ourselves, is large!y in 
onr own bands. 
In snob development the 
books we read are, perhaps, more Important 
than the people with whom we aaaoclate.for we 
approach mnob nearer tne inner life of an au­ 
thor in his works than to that of our dally com- 
£ 
an Ions. We m eet the anther tool to soul, 
eart to heart, if be speaks the saored tnub-aa 
revealed to him ; if he w illfully departs there­ 
from, by so much as one jot or one title, he ll 
dishonest teacher, a 11st, and must be.shunned. 
Let us associate with true, pure, strong person- 
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allties, only in literature. If w e would be true, 
p u re a ’ d strong in character. 
National character ia but an enlarged copy of 
Individual character, to which it i« iudissolubv 
1 inked. Literature effects th e latter through 
th e form er, in like degree. 
By th e m ighiy 
pow er 
of 
th e pen, revolutions have been 
wrought, laws have been m ade and unm ade, 
kingdom s overturned, and the course of civili 
zation shaped. History shows ua th e effect of 
literature upon national events in England 
F rance. Russia and A m erica. 
The greatest center and source of strength In 
Individual and N ational life Is the Home. Upon 
wom an as the hom e-builder, falls th e responsi­ 
bility of guarding w ell its sacred precincts. No 
calling could be grander th an hers, for to h er it 
is given to shape the destiny of m en and n a ­ 
tions. 
H er true safeguard against failure in 
her m ission is a true cu ltu re of head and heart. 
We A m ericans are a nation of readers,—in 
tim e, we m ay becom e a nation of w riters, If, bv 
over im patient haste, we do not m ar th e charac- 
acter of our national literatu re, w hich, yet in 
its infancy, prom ises so fair a m aturity. 
We 
m ust beware of becom ing sim ply book-makers, 
an evil which can best be guarded by instilling 
into the youthful m ind a taste for th e best In 
literature 
The hom e and school m ust work to- 
? 
eth er 
to 
accom plish this. 
T he thought* 
ul study 
of 
words, 
each 
of 
which 
is 
a fossil poem , preferred as carefully as the 
delicate fern in the rock of adam ant, should be 
th e foundation of a com prehensive literary 
course of schools. Every reading lesson, every 
spelling lesson, every history lesson, indeed 
every science lesson, by train in g th e m ind to 
carefu l observation of n atu ral phenom ena so 
helpful in description should all bear directly 
upon the developm ent of a taste for good 
literature. 
After the reading of Miss Beecher’s pa­ 
per there was a general discussion of the 
subject of Literature, in which W . B. 
Powell, Superintendent of public schools 
of W ashington, D. C .; D. B. Parkinson, 
Carbondale, 111.; Professor J . F . Solden, 
Almon Richards and others took part. 
The Convention then adjourned till 9 
o’clock to-morrow morning.

S an F r a n c isc o , July IS.—The twenty- 
first annual meeting of the Produce E x­ 
change of San Francisco, was held to­ 
day. 
In his report, President Dalton 
referred to the the w heat crop of 1887, 
being 805,000 short tons, or about what 
was indicated by the crop reports pub­ 
lished by the Exchange last spring. The 
present crop, owing to draught in April, 
will be m uch less than the estimates 
made in M arch, b ut the unprecedented 
cool weather of May and June, aided by 
timely showers, made a marked improve­ 
m ent in the general condition, and the 
shortage 
will 
be 
less 
than 
was 
anticipated. He spoke of the California 
exhibit forwarded to the Melbourne E x­ 
change, as one which should be consid­ 
ered a credit to the State. 
The receipts 
for the year were $30,900, with a balance 
of $4,011 now on hand. 
During the year, 
ending June 30, 1888, deposits in margin 
banks on contracts of call am ounted to 
$2,768,712. The business transacted dur­ 
ing that period was. w heat, 973,000 tons ; 
barley, 1,083,000; misaellaneous, 2,800; 
grain bags, 4,510,000. This was a strik­ 
ing decrease in transactions os compared 
w ith those of the previous year, which 
was due to over-speculation. 
The ex­ 
change was now on a healthy basis, and 
an increase may soon be looked for in its 
business. 
A new Board of Directors and 
officers were chosen for the ensuing 
year. Frank Dalton was re-elected Pres­ 
ident ; Jas. Ilogg Treasurer.

way. 
W . F . Spalding, of M assachusetts, said 
th e great problem is not to reform thieves 
and burglars, but to reform drunkards. 
Mr. Smead, of Toledo, Ohio, defended 
the Ohio prison. 
It was the best in the 
U nited States. 
They have a definite 
sentence, indefinite sentence, parole law.

the recess of Congress and appoint a 
clerk and stenographer, was offered by 
dflllom and referred to the Committee 
on Contingent Expenses. 
The Senate proceeded to the consider­ 
ation of the Senate bill for the formation 
and admission into the Union of the 
State of W ashington, to be composed of 
the present Territory of Washington and 
part of Idaho Territory. 
Cullom offered a substitute for the bill, 
confining tho area of the new State to 
that of the present territory of W ashing­ 
ton. 
Stewart supported the bill. 
The only 
controverted point in the hill, he said, 
was as to the inclusion within the new 
State of that portion of Idaho, known as 
north Idaho |o r the l ’an-Handle. 
He 
stated the reasons why the annexation 
should take place. 
Vest doubted ihe power of Congress 
to refer the m atter of 
annexation of 
Northern Idaho to the people thereof.

against the proposed dismemberment, 
and also resolutions of thanks of Idaho 
county to President Cleveland for veto­ 
ing (by pocketing) the bill of the last 
Congress adding the four northern coun­ 
ties of Idaho to tho Territory of Wash­ 
ington. 
He also read a letter from the 
Governor of the Territory of Idaho to 
himself, expressing the conviction that 
the Senate would not attem pt to divide 
that Territory against the memorial of its 
Legislature and against the proteste of 
both political parties, backed by at least 
nine-tenths of the population of Idaho. 
H e declared it was not right after the 
twenty-five years of privations that be­ 
long to frontier life to say to the people 
' Idaho, 
just as they were begin- 
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sired further time, but Mills declined to 
yield, and upon his motion the Commit 
tee rose for the purpose of limiting the 
debate. 
Mills moved th at all debate on the 
pending paragraph be lim ited to one 
minute, and the Republicans being again 
refused five minutes, declined to vote, 
thus leavingthe House without a quorum. 
Mills then moved that the House take 
a recess until 8 o’clock, but the journal 
showed the absence of a quorum, and the 
motion was ruled out of order. 
Mills moved to adjourn, and on 
standing vote the motion was carried and 
the House adjourned. 
NOTES. 
The Committee on Appropriations to­ 
day added the following item s of appro­ 
priation to the General Deficiency b ill: 
To supply the estimated deficiency in the 
appropriation for the collection of cus­ 
toms and revenues for the fiscal year of

The house was a ‘scab’ boarding house. 
Bauerisen wanted Aleck Smith and my­ 
self to get under the house by this sewer 
and place a bomb there and blow up the 
house. I told him that would be murder 
and I would not do it.” 
W itness further implicated George 
Clark by telling of the letter from Bauer­ 
isen, in which tho letter said Clark 
wanted some of the "goods” (dynam ite), 
and for him (Bowles) to hurry up ana 
;ive Clark some. 
W itness thereupon 
jought two pounds of dynam ite and 
gave it to Clark. 
He received another 
letter from Bauerisen telling him to hurry 
up with the "goods” to Crestón. 
He 
then went to Crestón and delivered four 
pounds of dynam ite to Broderick. 
A LETTER FROM BAUERISEN. 
Witness then presented a letter ad­ 
dressed to him June 27th, signed J. A. 
B. The letter informs him that he is be­ 
ing watched, not to do anything sus- 
>icious, and if he thought best, to go 
íome or look for a situation somewhere 
and give up the jobbing business. Bowles 
could not swear tho letter was in Bauer- 
isen’s hand-writing, but from the fact 
that 
they

corresponded about 
the

mentioned, 
he 
was 
satisfied 
of 
its 
authenticity. 
He 
also explained the contents of the letters 
received from Bauerisen at Noblesville, 
Ind., enclosing money and instructions 
to take plenty of goods to Crestón. 
Under cross-examination Bowles ad­ 
mitted that he had told the attorney for 
defense while in jail th at he w’as inno­ 
cent; that he knew nothing of the use of 
dynamite and that he had lied repeated­ 
ly as to his innocence, and other m atters.

arc h ist trio w ould be tak e n about noon 
before a justice an d th eir cases continued 
for ten days. 
T h a t w ould give an op­ 
p o rtu n ity of p resenting th e m u rd erers’ 
conspiracy w ith th e least possible delay 
to th e G ran d J u ry , w hich assem bles 
M onday. 
A speedy indictm ent and trial 
is hoped for by th e authorities. 
T he oh 
ject is to m ake a lesson of justice so 
strikingly quick, if possible, as to m ake 
its influence doubly effective. 
T he prisoners w ere brought into court 
a s arranged an d after a brief statem en t 
b y Inspector Bonfield, w ere h eld over. 
T h e ir bonds were fixed a t $5,000 apiece. 


A DECIDED SENSATION. 
A n o th er sensation w as spru n g upon 
th e defense in th e d y n am ite case to-day. 
J o h n W ilson, one of th e prisoners who 
was arrested w ith B roderick an d Bowles 
a s an a n arch ist conspirator an d as a B roth­ 
erhood engineer, cooly left his seat in the 
group of w hich B roderick and B auereisn 
w ere m em bers, a n d w alked over to the 
sid e of tn e room w here th e prosecuting 
atto rn ey sat. 
W ilson took a chair beside 
M r. D aw es, atto rn ey for th e B urlington 
C om pany, an d began to chat in a friend­ 
ly m an n er. 
T hen it was developed th at 
W ilson w as n o t an 
engineer, not i 
b ro th erh o o d m an a n d not even W ilson, 
h is n am e is Jo h n M ulligan and he is a 
P in k erto n detective, a n d it ap p ears th at 
h e h as h ad th e confidence of all th e pris­ 
o n ers a n d th e ir atto rn ey s. 


SACRAMENTO DYNAMITERS. 


S a c r a m e n t o , Ju ly 1 8 .— T he persecu­ 
tion of th e Soule fam ily, w ho reside th ree 
m iles e a st of th is city, still continues. An 
a tte m p t w as recen tly m ade to blow up 
th e residence w ith dynam ite bom bs, an d 
th is m orning M rs. Soule stated th a t last 
evening a b lack sm ith shop situ ated a 
sh o rt distance from th e house took fire 
m o st m ysteriously, an d w as entirely de­ 
stro y ed . 
A sh o rt tim e before th e fire 
th ere h ad b een a terrific explosion, an d 
M r. Soule w ent o ut on th e front porch to 
k eep w atch over h is packing house, w hen 
th e black sm ith sh o p w as discovered to be 
in flam es. 
M rs. S ju le is still u nable to 
account for th e m ysterious and outrageous 
persecution. 
She says th a t h e r husband 
an d one of h er sons are ill from exposure 
w hile w atching to c a tc l^ h e bom b throw ­ 
ers. T h e d y n am iters aemn to know w hen 
•watch is being k ep t, how ever, a n d do not 
a p p e a r a t such tim es. 
T h e fam ily have 
been in a state of siege over six weeks. 
Som e tim es th ere are th ree o r four ex ­ 
plosions du rin g th e n ig h t, a n d w here th e 
m issiles com e from an d how th ey get 
th e re is a m ystery. 
M rs. Soule cam e to 
th e city to-day to h ire a g uard, as the 
m em b ers of h e r fam ily are w orn out w ith 
w atching.

of th e H ouse of C om m ons and o th ers by 
th e d efendants in th e action of O ’Donnell 
ag ain st W alter and others, it is expedient 
th a t a special com m ission be appointed 
to inquire into th e tru th of th e charges 
a n d allegations, an d th a t it should have 
such pow ers as m ay be necessary for 
th e effectual conducting of th e inquiry. 
Be it therefore enacted, first, T h at

The m ost prom ineut »»nd characteristic fea­ 
ture is a m orbid discharge from the head, varv- 
ing ia its natu re Ht different time*. In some 
there is an alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid 
fluid, b u t oftener an offensive, purulent, or 
m ueo-puruleut, greeuish-yell >w m atter is se­ 
creted. w hich accum ulates in ihe nostrils or 
drops in to th e throat, necessitating its frequent 
removal by blowiug th e nose or expectoration, 
and often by both processes. 80a etim ea pa­ 
tients feel as though their whole head was in a 
state or rottenness, so great is th e am ount of 
m atter discharged and so fetid is its odor. The 
patient is greally annoyed by th e constant drop­ 
ping in to th e th ro at of the morbid m atter from 
the head, and as a recum bent position n atur 
ally favors th e flow dow nw ard, his rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from th is cause. Mauy Buffer- 
erf ar« obliged to lie w ith the head very m uch 
elevated in order to sleep with some degree 
of comfort, 
Iu others, a tough, viscid aud offfeusive phlegm 
collects behind aud above tho soft palate in 
the passage between the th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to tire parts with gluish tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent em barrasses respiration and creattB 
a sensation of irritation and uneasiness in the 
affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant 
aud alm ost irresistible desire to relieve the dis­ 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus in io the throat, 
so as to eject it by the m outh. This practice, 
popularly know n as •‘haw king,” is ch aiatter- 
Istic of catarrh, and proves as embArrasBing to 
the one aflbcted as it is disagreeable to those 
around him . 
Again, the offbnsive m atter hardens aud de­ 
posits itself on the m em brane in th e shape of 
dry, hard concretious, which are discharged by 
way of th e 1 ostrils or th ro at in lum pi or irag- 
m euts of a deep gieen tin t. In tom e cases 
these incustrations accum ulate to such au ex­ 
ten t as to form a regular Dlug in m e nose, 
which obstructs breathm gand produces serious 
discom fort. 80 firmly d o there incrustations 
adhere to th e poin: of attachm ent th at their re­ 
m oval usually requires the most violent efforts- 
not un frequently they have to be torn irom the 
m em brane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on which there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, but in sjm e cases the cast 
presenta a tubular appearance, b.-lug of exact 
shape of th e nasal cavity. Thia condition is in ­ 
dicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e nmy de>- 
troy the bony structure of the note and produ e 
a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et w ith in which a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats the m em ­ 
brane of the nasal eavitieB, and then putrifics 
giving rise to atten c h which is really overpow- 
eiiug and sufficiently fetid to poison tho atm os­ 
phere of a whole room ; and there are others in 
which ail th e secretions ot the m em brane are 
suspended, causiug an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, h eat and leverishncss in the head and 
R°8e—a condition popularly know n as “Dry 


The disease speedily extends to ihe air cavi­ 
ties of th e bones of th e forehead and face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing seusation of heavy 
w eight or com pression over th e forehead, time 
oiaiiy in th e region above aud between the 
eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irrita­ 
tion, soreness, or pain in th e nostrils near the 
root of tne nose, as well as in th e n p rer part of 
the throat, above and behind th e soft palate 
Sometim es there is pain obstinately D ied in 
som e particular p art, as in the tem ple, on the 
top of the head, at th e back of the neck, or be­ 
hin d the orbits, and occasionally pain m an i­ 
festo itself in the face of so severe a character 
th at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
1 he breath is always ta in te d . and at tim es as­ 
sum es an exceedingly fetid and sickening odor 
In som e cases it becom es so revoltingly offbn­ 
sive as to render th e sufferer an object of dis­ 
gust to him self as well as to others. 
The nasal m em b ra-e is thickened and con­ 
gested, causing the note to be stopped up, som e­ 
tim es on one side, som etim es on th e oth er, and 
ofte n on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation in th e head, and occasioning 
violent and prolonged paroxysm* of Bneezlng. 
The voice is weak, Indistinct aud husky, a r of 
a nasal character, displaying a Bortof sniffing 
quality. 
Oftentim es there 1b a continuous 
hoarseness and discorda ce. There is also a 
sense of irritation iu th e throat, and frequent 
attem pts to clear th e parts of phlegm , produc­ 
ing the sound “ nc-m,” more or it ss forci bly lu 
sumo caBts patients com plain of au uncom fort­ 
able feeling 0/ fulluess, or a choky Bensation in 
the throat, and iu others of a distressing and al­ 
most constant dryness for the tem porary relief 
of w hich tney have to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, speak of a constant bad or nause­ 
ous taste in the m outh or throat. 
The stom ach generally suflYrs m ore or less 
and becomes weak and irritable, the appetite is 
capricious, aud nearly always bad in th e m orn­ 
ing. The p atien t Is languid, unable to perform 
m ental or physical labor with the usual facility 
is uervous, depressed in SDirits, at tim es fearful’ 
tim id, agitated and inclined to drowsiness and 
sleep, th e m em orja weakened aud perm anent 
Im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
Ih o m ucuous m em brane soon becomes m or­ 
bidly sensitive to unfavorable influences‘and in 
sp te of th e utm ost care becomes affected from 
the slightest causes, so th at a breath ofhvind upon 
th e linings of the nose or throat, becomes pro­ 
ductive of a cold, and gives rise to serious dis­ 
turbances of the respiratory organs 
Thus the 
p atien t is subject to frequent and repeated 
colds, each attack aggravating the disease by 
giving it a new im pulse, and involving a larger 
extent of surface than its predecessor. In this 
m an n er th e difficulty spreads from organ to or- 
-¡an, invadiug the throat, larnyx, trachea and 
wonchlal tubes, u n til, encroaching further and
